The decree just issued by the Conseil 


Snperieur de L'instruction Publique prac- 
tically removes the'restrictions upon ad- 
mission of foreign students to 
French 


universities and gives them a status sub- 
stantially similar to^that already accorded 
in German universities. 


This concession of the French authori- 


ties is the result of a movement instituted 
by Professor Furber of Chicago, who in 
May last addreseed to the ministry of pub- 
lic instruction a memorial, calling atten- 
tion to the immense disparity of the num- 
ber of American students in the French 
universities, as compared to those en- 
gaged in post-graduate work in Germany. 
He suggested in a general way certain 
modifications of French regulations which 
would have a ttndency to secure France a 
fair share of patronage of American stu- 
dents desirous of completing their stud- 
ies in Europe. 


Aa a result of these representations 


made the Conseil Superieur De L' in- 
trustionde Republique voted a decree 
introducing Into the French faculties all 
the best' features of the German system.

be admitted by 


these faculties on American bachelors de- 
gree and be permitted to choose their 
studies.

A Very Successful and Profit- 


able Meeting Ended 


Last Night. 


Addresses by Able Speakers, 
Various 


Topics Discussed. 
Church Services 


Largely Attended. One of (he Best 


Meetings Ever Held. 


The services and conferences at St. 


John's church and parish house yesterday 
were in accordance with the published 
program. The holy communion was cele- 
brated at 7.30 in the morning, and at 11 
a. m. there was morning prayer, followed 
by a charge to the Brotherhood by Rev. 
George J. Prescott of Boston. At 12.30 
in the parish house a Brotherhood Bible 
class was led by T. II. Eckfeldt of New 
Bedford. A conference 011 the boys' de- 
partment of the Brotherhood was held in 
the parish house at 3.30 p. m. 11. G. Ley- 
polat of New York was chairman and an 
address by W. C. Sturgis of New Haven, 
Conn,, was followed by a general discus- 
sion which brought out interesting and 
timely remarks from several speakers. 


At 4.30 "The Fundamental Principles of 


the Brotherhood" were discussed by W. 
C. Sturgis of New Haven and Ecliuimn 
Billings of Boston. 


31 r. SlnrsriN 


was the first speaker. He first spoke of 
prayer as one of the rules governing the 
Brotherhood. The work of the Brother- 
hood is a spiritual work and spiritual 
weapons are needed. So nothing can be 
done without prayer and everything cnu 
be done with it. Prayer is both a duty 
and a privilege, and it requires study and 
thought. The disciples asked Christ to 
teach them how to pray. To pray needs 
to be a daily practice, and not until we 
reali?e the duty of prayer do we know its 
inestimable privilege. It implies a per- 
sonal belief in a personal God and has an 
influence upon others and ourselves. 


It is easy to get into the outward and 


formal habit of prayer and yet miss its 
essential part. True prayer is not an ex- 
pression, but a life. It is the hardest thing 
to live what we pray, but the Christian 
life is the expression of Christian prayer. 


It seems to me that the prayer works 


out ils own answer, and does not wait for 
a miraculous answer. If I pray for all 
sorts and conditions of men on Sunday 
and stand aloof from them when I go out 
Monday, is that prayer ? Prayer is a life. 
What the Brotherliood needs is men who 
will not pray for what they will not work 
for. 
True prayer is what we need. Our 


time, our energy and our money we should 
yield to God as a living sacrifice. 


Mr. Sturgis was followed by 


Mr. Hillinss. 


"Who said the world is demanding more 


of the church and of Christians today than 
ever before. He said that even the work 
of the Good Samaritan would not be suffi- 
cient today. Society would not only de- 
mand that all be done which he did, but 
it would also demand that some attention 
be paid to the road, that such an occur- 
rence should not be repeated. 


The motive of service should be love, 


which is the only 'rorthy motive. Our 
service to God is not acceptable unless 
there be in our hearts a. personal love for 
a personal Saviour, and not all proietsing 
Christians have this as they should. 


Mr. Billings spoke of the need of per- 


sonal o H.'secration and service, Christ's 
miuisuy was mostly with twelve men, 
but we become di&satisfied if we cannot 
reach the whole world. The thing for us 
to do is to fii st find Christ and then bring 
the next man to him. The speaker told 
of a young man who moved from a good 
quarter in a city to a disreputable quarter 
in order to do in his daily life what he 
could for the depraved and unfortunate 
people about him. Wu talk, he said, but 
doing is a different thing. There in no 
man who does not have an opportunity to 
work for Christ right at home. 
We 


should be as earnest arid skilllul in getting 
men into the church as we are with our 
material concerns. 
The spread of the 


kingdom can bo accomplished in no,otber 
way. Actual personal service of man to 
man is what is going to bring the kingdom 
into this world. 


Evening SprvU'r. 


The church was filled atthe evening ser- 


vice. After evening prayer there were 
two addresses, th,e first being by 


llcv. Mr. Itallerj, 


Portland, Ct., who based hia remarks on 
II Kiigs VI: 15, 16, 17. The incident 
therein rr'ated shows that what seemed 
to be the inferior power was the superior, 
and that prayer is the greatest power in 
<he gift of men. It has been truly said 
that the Brotherhood of St. Andrew is a. 
band of prayer, which must mean that, the 
eyes of young men may be opened to their 
opportunities. 


This Brotherhood started with a fair'de- 


gree of attention and regard, but after a 
time the world, and even the church, 
turned away from it. But this was like 
the cessation of talk about a newly discov- 
ered island. The island remains when 
the talk ceases. And so it was with this 
Brotherhood.

lays in their material undertakings, but 
seem to think that God should make 
spiritual work easy. This is a wrong view. 
God allows the conflict to go on that Hi-, 
workers may be bound more closely to 
Him. There is no recruiting agency ;or 
the church like the Brothefnood of St. 
Andrew, but to continue it must hold fast 
to prayer, which was the foundation of 
the refoimation, of missions and of all 
great advances in the Christian world. 
The organization is just what we make 
it.

We now for the first time think of "Bill 
lye" without a smile or laiujh. 
He has 


one to lest the truth of the latter part of 
is own famous witticism: 
"Live while 


on live, for when yon aie dead you will 
e a long time dead." 
The great humorist (for we do not hesi- 
»te to call him such i died at his winter 
tome, Euckshoals, near Ashville, N. C., 
ist Saturday afternoon. 
Death came 


rom a stroke of apoplexy after an illness 
if only M few days. 
Edgar Wilson Xye has right to the claim 
if all It at the word man can mean. Many 
if us who liavc laughed at his jokes and 
mve chuckled at his superior and su- 
>reme nonsense, have never stopped to 
onsidc. the man Edgar W. Nye; we 
lave oi ly laughed nt "Bill Nye." the 
'funny man," who wrote for our amuse- 
nent, \\ liom w paid for his books and 
icwspaper articles, and further regarded 
n no ot her or better li<;ht than people in 
ong pas.1 years looked upon the mercen- 
iry jestc r or official fool of a king's court. 
lie has Buffered the unavoidable penalty 
>f being funny—the indignity of being a 
'funny man" and nothing more. 
But this is unjust to "Bill Nye." He 


ivas "a good deal of a man." He was 
scquainted with sorrows and was taught 
n the s.i hools of adversity and hard ex- 
perienci. He wrested long and bitterly 
reiththi- world's temptations and vices, 
and knew the strong man's failures and 
remorse in moral lapses. Born in the 
woods of Maine and in straightened cir- 
cumstances, at a very early age hard for- 
tune mule him the companion of his 
parents in seeking better conditions in the 
rough, tit west. His boyhood and early 
manhood were those of a wr stern pioneer 
in Wise uusin. He knew the hardships of 
thatliii all too well, and despite its dis- 
advantages he pursued the commendable 
aspirat, ms of young manhood, studied 
law um'er difficulties, only to experience 
the pa n of failure in his chosen pro- 
fession. 


But i he destiny that shapes our ends, 


rough i-ew them as we may, did not ne- 
glect 31 ung Nye nor frown upon him, and 
his own good sense aided that destiny by 
a quick perception of the iact that his 
forte lav in humor and by putting himself 
in a wnv to utilise his talent. He left his 
law oflire for the office of the now defunct 
but famous Boomerang o( Laramie, Wy- 
oming. We need not trace his career far- 
ther. The worlJ began to laugh for Bill 
Nye and his fortune was made. His talent 
VMS sought by the widest-reaching jour- 
nals, and the world became his field of 
humor 


Back of this Ir^tory is a real man. The 


charac 'er tuat con'tl \un the affection and 
tdmir .lion of the rough men and women 
of La:. mie, as Nye certainly did, was the 
ch?.ra< ter of n man. 


Mori over, his writings show keen per- 


ception of human nature, and often con- 
tain the jus'.ebt and severest criticism of 
cant imd snobbeiy and human frivolity. 
We know of no more scathing and merci- 
less rebukes to certain lamentable phases 
of present-day life than "Bill Nye" has ad- 
ministered in h;s literary mosaics of non- 
tense, incongruity, sparkling wit and 
homelv wisdom. Then, too, "Bill Nye" 
had a kind heart, a love for home and its 
dear ones, and a good business judgment. 
Those are the rcr.rks of a man, and it is 
only j«:stto recall the fact. 


It i-, an open question with many just 


how "funny" 
'-BUI Nye" really was. 


Some could never laugh at his jokes- 
could see no humor in his quaint, unique, 
inimit ible sayings. In their judgment he 
was ' ,i great, big fool," and that's all, 
and tn ust ever remain such. It is true he 
often tired of being a "funny man," as 
be himself tells us, and then his work was 
poor !• nd often flat and strained. But for 
manj if us he has been a boon companion 
of merriment. He has made us laugh, he 
has < lughl the funny side of every-day 
life, lie has traveled miles on the railroad 
train with us and made those miles seem 
miles of jokes, he has made us gay when 
•we might heve been sad, and when we 
were merry he has made us merrier. We 
thank him for it. and we would contribute 
onr bit of crape to the emblems of mourn- 
ing with which the people of Laramie 
have draped "the old Boomerang office 
over 1 he stable" out it the Wyoming town. 


GEORGE D. ROBINSON. 


Ex-(iovernor George D. Eobinson died 


at his home in Chicopee last Saturday af- 
ternoon of apoplexy at the age of 62 years 
after an illness of less than n week.

BURNED

Among the Dead. 


Baltimore. Feb. 24.—A Sunday firo 


in the fashionable district of North 
Baltimore wis the cause of cigli' deaths 
and sent a fueling of horror into hun- 
dreds of homos in tho city where 
most of the unfortunate victims were 
well known and highly respected. 
Flames were seen breaking from tho 
basement of 1890 North Charles street, 
the residence of James 11. Armiger, 
one of the best known men in the city, 
by a policeman who at once sent in an 
alarm. Whan the engines arrived a 
large crowd was before the burning 
building. 
They were looking up at 


the windou s, where the occupants of 
tho house, aroused from slumber, ap- 
peared ono .ifter the other at the win- 
dows in theirnight robes. Lou Whiting, 
H colored servant who was employed 
next door to Annigfr residence, gained 
an entraniM over the rear fence and 
dashed thrx ugh the build'.ng arousing 
the inmates, most of whom were still 
in thrir beds. But quick as he was 
the Humes were more rapid, 
and 


egress by the stairs was shut off be- 
fore half of the sixteen occupants of 
tho dwelling bad left their rooms. 
With all possibility of escape by the 
rtairs cut ofif owing to tho flames and 
smoke which then filled the passage- 
ways, Mr. Armiger and other members 
of his family rushed to the windows of 
their apartments seeking relief 
in 


front from what appeared 
certain 


death in the background. 


fourteen Penned In by Plaines. 


Tho servants on the fourth floor 


rushed down stairs but could not get 
lower than the second story, where they 
•were driven into the sleeping rooms of 
tho othe- inmates of tho house. 
With 


closed doors behind them to keep out 
tho ilames and smoke the servants, too, 
rushed to the windows crying piteously 
for help. Two maid servants who were 
in the kitchen at the time the fire was 
discovered, escaped by the rear door. 
There were then penned up in tha 
building fourteen persons crying or 
shrieking for assistance whereby to 
get out of the death trap. As soon as 
the fire department arrived nets were 
stretched beneath the windows and the 
firemen called to the terror-stricken 
persons at the windows to jump. The 
crowd in the street, not realizing the 
extent of the fire and smoke within the 
house yelled "don't jump." The be- 
wildered inmates held back and some 
of them d tsappea red from the windows. 
Apparently they went back for cloth- 
ing, or perhaps, for some treasured 
valuable possession. It was a fatal 
move and in most instances cost a life. 


Dai-ins rtrcinan's Peril. 


Policemen Carlos and Cross in an at- 


tempt to rescue those whose lives were 
in danger, broke in the front door. 
It 


was a mistake, for it only gave the fire, 
•which had begun in the basement, the 
draught 
it 
needed and it roared 


through 1hc hallways and up the stairs 
with greater fierceness. The police- 
men could not re^ch the imperilled 
people, fur the stairs were then in a 
mass of flames and the smoke blinding. 
The firemen had by this time thrown 
up ladders in the front of the house 
and District Chief McAfee climbed up 
to the second story window where Mrs. 
Armiger was crying for help. ' The 
ladder did not quite reach the window 
and there was the wildest excitement 
in the audience below as McAfee stood 
on the upper round of tho ladder and 
graspad the window sill for support. 
He encouraged Mrs. Armiger to swing 
herself out of the window. As the 
chief grasped her with one arm he 
steadied himself with the other and had 
taken one step down the ladder when 
it slipped and McAfee with the woman 
in one arm and with the other holding 
to the window frame, dangled in the 
air. 
A cry oE horror went up fronftha 


crown a-* it saw tho poril of the daring 
firer.v.in and bis human burden. For- 
tunately for thi-m McAfee caught the 
top rci;:id of tho ladder oa his toe and 
pullia;; it back into place, released his 
held upon the window and quickly de- 
scended with the woman to the side- 
walk.

Mean ime tiio siaoke poured from the 


open windows and the crowd around 
the bui; ding had increased to hundreds. 
At one lime at om> of the third story 
windows appeared the face of a mail 
wearing a look of agony. He raised 
the window, and reaching out his 
luuids, ^houtjfl to tho multitude below. 
It sent Him back un encouraging shout, 
and he a moment later, before a ladder 
could be ntn up, disappeared. When 
the firemen reached the window tho 
body ol' the rr.un was found lying be- 
neath it, suffocated and badly burned. 
It was Harold Manuel, a 1,'ew York 
stock 1 roker and banker. In his arms 
was little Richard Kilcy, grandson of 
Mr. Armiger, also dead. 


A Ytmng Woman's 1'resence off mind. 
Whim these scenes of excitement 


were beinj enacted in the front of the 
burning residence other acts of bravery 
were living performed in the rear. Mr. 
Armiger's two daughters, Virginia, 
ared 2 j, and Eleanor, 14, occupied the 
second story back room. With the 
greatest presence of mind, Miss Vir- 
ginia, assisted by her young sister, 
made a rope of their bed linen, and 
with this Kleanor was lowered to tho 
ground. Fearing to trust her weight 
upon the slender cord Virginia dashed 
backel to the bed, grasped the mat- 
tress, pushed it through the window to 
the e round twenty feet below. Sim 
then . inn pert and landed thereon unin- 
jured with the exception of a slight 
shock.

The only other person ol the sixteen 


who'vera in the ill-fated house to be 
resen •:! was t'.ie daughter of Mr. and 
Mr*. \r:m;3'or, Mrs. Lctitui Kilcy. She 
was I'urried down the ladder by tha 
fiix-n; in. having been overcome by the 
t,m >.<:. \\ h<:n the fire had been gotten 
uudc • control aiul the fu'emeri raade a 
search of tbe ruined residence. 
Mr. 


Araiisrer was found in tbe hallway. 
He li-d been overcome by the smoke 


and flames, and breathed his last as 
he was carried into the open air. 
William B. Riley, a son-in-law ol Mr. 
and Mrs. Armitrer, was found dead 
nearby with his two children clasped 
in his arms. On the floor above were 
found 
the bodies of Mrs. Marion 


Chamberlin, a widowed daughter of Mr. 
and Mrs. Armiger, and her 3-year-old 
child, James. The last person to be 
found in the wrecked building was 
Harold Manuel, aged 50, a guest who 
arrived from New York last Thursday. 
He was a member of the broker firm of 
Turner & Manuel of 35 Wall street. 


JAMESON IN ENGLAND. 


The Leader of the Recent Raid into the 


Transvaal Arrives. 


Plymouth, F.cb. 24.—The transport 


Victoria auchored in the sound at mid- 
night. As soon as it was learned that 
she bad arrived a boat that had been 
chartered by the press representatives 
put out to her. When the press boat 
attempted to run alongside the trans- 
port she was warned off, tho warning 
being accompanied by the information 
that no communication would be al- 
lowed with the prisoners. Several offi- 
cers of the Victoria, were on deck and 
they were questioned at long distance 
regarding Dr. Jameson and his officers. 
They declined to give any information 
beyond the statement that all the pris- 
oners were well, aud.that Dr. Jameson 
was asleep. Dr. Jameson and the other 
officers of tho recent raid will be taken 
to London this morning. 


Jameson's Troopers in London. 


London, Feb. 24.—Tho 
reception 


tended the 305 troopers who took part 
in Dr. Jameson's raid into the Trans- 
vaal in this city was far different from 
that accorded them on their arrival 
at Plymouth yesterday. 
When they 


arrived at the Paddington station a 
moderate sized crowd was iu the 
street, but none of its members, even 
though they were relations 
of tho 


men, were allowed to enter the station. 
When, the cabs and carriages convey- 
ing the men issued from the station 
the crowd cheered them lustily. The 
troopers enjoyed their reception and 
waved their hats in response to the 
cheers. As they proceeded eastward 
their uniforms attracted attention, 
and large crowds followed the vehicles 
cheering and roaring for Dr. Jameson. 
There was a big demonstration in Pic- 
cadilly circus, where the crowd was so 
dense that the carriages proceeded 
with difficulty. 
The enthusiasm dis- 


played here showed that Dr. Jameson 
is a popular hero in London. A major- 
ity of the troopers were attired in the 
police uniform of the British South 
African company, but a number of 
them wore nondescript garments. They 
are a swart hardy-looking lot of men. 
Their ages range from 20 to 35 years. 
Many of them belong to some of the 
best families in England, having gone 
to South Africa where they could do 
work, which had they done here, 
would have caused them to have been 
looked down upon by their acquaint- 
ances.

Washington, Feb. 24.—When 
the 


Cuban resolutions were made the un- 
finished business of the senate a pro- 
lific subject for debate was Inid before 
that body. The general opinion is that 
most ol this week will be devoted to 
that matter. Mr. Morgan began a 
speech Friday in which he only gave 
the senate his introductory. Ho will 
probably consume most of the time to- 
day, and may not even conclude then. 
Mr. White of California will also speak 
on the Cuban question the first oppor- 
tunity he can get, and Mr. Gray of 
Delaware, who is looked upon as in a 
manner representing the administra- 
tion, is preparing a speech in reply to 
Mr. Morgan. The committee on pub- 
lic lands will occupy the morning hour 
the early part of the week in pressing 
to a vote the bill unanimously re- 
ported 
from 
tho 
committee ' to 


provide for the 
extension 
of the 


time 
within 
which suits may be 


brought to annul land patents. This 
is a matter that has been called to at- 
tention of congress by the president 
and there is need tot early action. The 
bill has already passed the house, but 
the senate committee has made some 
amendments which may not meet tbe 
approval of the house. Senator Carter 
of Montana lias changed the date of 
his promised speech on his resolution 
to recommit the tariff bill from Mon- 
day to Wednesday. It is probable that 
after Mr. Carter has explained his rea- 
son for voting1 recently against Mr. 
Merrill's motion to take up the tariff 
bill and thus put himself on record, 
Senators Teller and Mantle may do 
likewise. 
All of the appropriation 


bills so far reported to the senate are 
out of the way. Tho army and agri- 
cultural bills now before the appropri- 
ations committee will be reported by 
the middle of the week, and if neces- 
sary these measures can be called up so 
as to consume the balance of the week. 


House of Representatives. 


"Early adjournment" is confidently 


predicted on the house side of the capi- 
tol. Six of the thirteen general appro- 
priation bills have been passed by the 
house, one other has been debated and 
recommitted with instructions, one is 
now under consideration, one is on the 
calendar, and two more are practically 
finished by committees and ready for 
the house's action whenever desired. 
In thus disposing of these bills the 
present house has broken all records 
for the long session. The appropria- 
tion bills that have passed the house 
are the pension bill, reported Jan. 9 
and 
passed Jan. 17; the military 


academy bill, reported Jan. 14 and 
passed on the 20th; the urgentMefici- 
ency bill, reporteduTan. 29 and passed 
on the 21st; the diplomatic and consu- 
lar bill, reportedsJan. 27 and passed on 
the !}8th, and the army bill, reported 
Feb. 3 and passed on the 19th. The 
District of Columbia appropriation bill 
has been considered and recommitted, 
with but one *tem to be disposed of. 
The Indian bill is now under consider- 
ation, and the legislative, executive 
and judicial bill is now on the calendar 
and will be taken np soon after the In- 
dian, bill has been disposed of. This 
leaves for consideration only six ap.- 
priation bills, including the river anil 
harbor bill, which may be postponed 
to the next session. The hpuse will 
enter upon this work with the Indian 
appropriation bill as unfinished busi- 
ness, but its further consideration may 
be postponed for some time.

GOD AND THE KAISER 


To Whom the German People 


Alone Are Indebted. 


NO REFERENCE AT ALL TO BISMARCK 


The Young Ruler Favors His Subjects with 


Two Characteristic Oratorical Per- 


formances—Dr. Fetors Con- 


demned. 


Berlin, Feb. 54.—The emperor 
fa- 


vored the nation with two of his char- 
acteristic oratorical performance last 
week. The firr.t and most notable ono 
was given upon the occasion of the an- 
nual dinner given by the governor of 
ISrandenburg to the members of the 
Brandenburg diet, a function which hU 
majesty always graces with his pres- 
ence and platitudes. 
On this occasion, 


apropos of the silver jubilee of the em- 
pire, the kaiser, after making flowery 
and sentimental references to Heaven's 
special graca to tho empire and the im- 
perial house, proceeded to inculcate in 
the minds of hi.s hearers the lesson of 
the duty of tho nation in the future. 
"What we have witnessed," said his 
majesty, "and what has beca effected, 
we owe solely fro the great Emperor 
William and his trust in God. The en- 
tire celebration in commemoration of 
the victories of the German arms, which 
were held in 1895, culminated in the 
glorification of hi.s personality, which 
has become nothing less than holy to 
us. It is our sacrpd duty to preserve 
his personality and hallowed memory 
against all comers." The kaiser's adu- 
lation of his grandfather has never run 
to greater length than upon this occa- 
sion, nor has his exclusion of all refer- 
ence to Prince Bismarck and the ex- 
chancellor's co-workers in the founda- 
tion of the empire been more marked. 
Nevertheless, his majesty's utterances 
were dutifully and fervently acclaimeu. 


Aneut the German Navy. 


The address delivered by the em- 


peror upon the occasion of his swear- 
ing in of the naval recruits at Wilhelm- 
haveu was modeled after his remarks 
upon similar occasions in the past. 
Speaking to tlie German navy the 
kaiser said that although it was bmall 
as compared with the navies of some 
of the other powers it was still in pro- 
gress of growth. The abscence from his 
remarks of anything more encouraging 
to the hopes of the Chauvinists than 
the foregoing utterance caused great 
disappointment, especially to those 
ivho are exerting every possible effort 
to extend the colonial possessions of 
Germany. Those standing foremost in
